All the States and Union Territories except that of Andhra 
Pradesh, Madras, Mysore, Orissa and West Bengal were free 
from Cholera during the week under icpoit. 

Andhra Pradesh .— Mild incidence was reported .in the district 
of Nizamabad, as against heavy incidence was repotted in 
this district during the previous week. Mild incidence conti- 
nued Ur he teporUd in the districts of Guddapah, Karim- 
nagar, Nellore, Visakliapatnam, Waiangal attd West Godavari.

country in 435 towns, each having a population of 
30,000 and over. 

In 238 towns having a population of 30,790 thousand 
in Group I, where registration is comparatively more 
complete: 18,104 births and 6,709 deaths were recorded 
giving a birth rate of 30 ■ 6 and a death rate of 1 1 ■ 3 per 
thousand of population, The rates registered in the 
various States are as follows :

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The table given below shows Lhe annual vital rates for 
each of the years 1957—61 for all municipal towns, each with 
population 30,000 and over based on the final yearly data. 
The corresponding annual Tates for 1961 and various periods 
ill 1962 compiled from the weekly figures, which were pub- 
lished from time to time in this Supplement, arc also shown 
to draw attention to their possible use in tracing current 
trends. 

Appropriate adjustments in the population base were made 
In cases, where the data for any town could not be included. 
The rates for States not shown arc much too deficient for 
being presented. Even the data for States, which arc 


shown are deficient to a varying degree. Efforts have to be 
made to improve their completeness. 

The two sets of rates for 1961— one based on the annual 
returns and the other on weekly returns— arc presented to give 
an idea of the extent of variation between the final and the 
weekly figures. The two agree closely in the case of Gujarat, 
Punjab and Orissa only, otherwise for other States the 
difference Is quite appreciable. However, the rates for all the 
eight States combined agree fairly well showing that, perhaps 
with emphasis on the improvement of the completeness of 
State figures, they may help In studying current trends.
